Report. 

This election petition has come np again from tho Beiiji jl National (dianibor of 
Commerce Special Constituency. A number of iirms arc i mnbors of tlic Bengal 
National Chamber of Commerce. When tin* cleiMoral roll was pro; ydl IIS iirms or com¬ 
panies were put on tho electoral roll of this Special Constituency n \ile 62 i)ersoii8 were 
entered by their names as electors. In the general edection which to ^ place j'govern her 
1923, Mr. Byomkesh Chakravarti and Raja Uesheo Case Law were dc larcd • elected. 
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Raja Resboe Case Law was accepted as having been duly etected. Mr. Amulya Dhdfco 
Addy, one of the deleatt^tl candidatoe, conteated the election otMr. i^yomkesh Ohakravarti i 
on the ground, among others, that his name was not regiaterod on the electoral roll of the 
constituency and that linns and companies were not ‘ persons ’ ami were not entitled to 
be registered as electors within the meaning of the Bengal Election Rules and Regula¬ 
tions. It may l)o mentioned that Mr. Chakravarti*s name did not appear on the electoral 
roll, though the lUoigal National Bank, Limited, of wliich he is a director, was on the 
roll. After a prolonged hearing we came to the conclusion that the Legislature intended 
that it was a natural person who should have the right to he on the roll and to be entitled 
to vote or nominate or be a candidate. We held that the election of Mr. Ohakravarti was 
null ami void,’.and we recommended that there should be a fresh election to fill the 
vacancy so caused. . • 

In accordance with our report the election of Mr. Ohakravarti Vas deSg^^ vore/\* 
a notification in the Calcutta Gazdtee, dated the 19th March 1924. TheroaWjj^ notil ' 
cation In the Gazette, dated the 2Sth April 1924, His Excellency the Governwr^K^^ upcM.- 
the constituency to elect a member to the Legislative Council on or before the 20th June 
1924, in the vacancy caused thereby. Twelveth May 1924 was fixed for*the last date for 
submission of nominations, and the 13th May 1924 as the date for scrutiny of nominations 
for the bye-olection. No one had moved in the meantime for a revision of the defective 
electoral roll. On the 9th May, however, the Honorary Secretary to the Chamber wrote 
to the Registering Authority and he moved the Government for a Revision of tho electoral 
roll under the proviso to sub-rule {4) of rule 9 of tho Bengal Electoral Kales. Ho 
mentioned that this had been done in the case of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. He^ 
asked for instructions if the bye-election should be postponed. The reply of the Govern-l 
inent, dated the J2th May, was that orders for a revision of the electoral roll were und^rf 
issue, but that the bye-eloction will not be postponed but \yll ^

Four candidates submitted their nomination papers. 

May„ Mr. Addy took objection to tho validity of tho 
Ohakravarti and Mr. W. 0. Banerjee on tiie grounds m 
Returning Officer overruled the objection and accepted thof 
candidates, viz., Byomkesh Ohakravarti, Amulya Dhon/ 

W. C, Banerjee. The Returning Officer issued ballot 
entered on the electoral roll. It appears that on tho 19th 
the Returning Officer asked for tho interpretation by His 
term ** elector*’ in the Regulations and on the 2Gth May 
giving His Excellency’s decision which was in accoriiunc

Mr. Ohakravarti was declared duly eler 3 d, and this was published in the Calcutta 
Gazette. ^ 

Mr. Addy then filed his present petiti n in whi.ch he contends that Mr. Ohakravarti’s 
nomination is invalid and illegal. Ho c^ tins that he obtained a majority of lawful votes 
and that he should, therefore, be declared Ks the duly elected candidate. Mr. Muralidhar 
Roy hAS file<l a counter petition to the effect that if Mr. Ohakravarti’s election is declared 
invalid ho should be declared tube th^lluly elected candidate as ho has a majority of 
votes. In his petition Mr. A<ldy claim that 4 votes in his favour were wrongly rejected. 
Mr, Muralidhar Roy in his petition de^dared that they had been rightly rejected, and he in 
his turn claimed that one vote in his /avour has been wrongly rejected by the Returning 
Officer. The Returning Officer was ’made a party in Mr. Addy’s petition wherein certain 
refiections were made against hin^ He contends tliat he is not to blame and that he has 
been wrongly made a party anirtlo asks for costs. 

The following issues wer' raised in the case :— 

(1) Have the Commip^^‘oners jurisdiction to try the petition ? 

(2) Is Mr. Amulya l^^Lono A»idy a firm ?

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Issue Mo. 1.— It.\ya8 on this ground that a petition was filed before Ilia Excellency for 
the appoiniinent oP anotJier set of Couinii'sionera hn«i an adjournment obtained on tho 
first day on the plea that His Excellency had not passed any orders on the petition. We. 
have been informed that His Excellency rejected the petition. Tho point is raised now 
that it is (he trial court which must examine the 4 U«" 8 tion raiscil. 

Mr. Bose raises tho (juestion that under section 101 (J) of the Government of India 
Act one of us (Rai Bahadur (Brindra Nath Mukherjeo) is not competent to be a Judge of 
the Higli ('oiirt by reason of .the fact that he retired about three and-a-half years ago. A 

Judge of the High (jonrt must be either.or a person having held judicial office 

not inferior to that of a Sul)ordiii|ite Judge for a period of not less than five years. Mr. 
Bose coj^oiits tliat “ has held has an element of continuity. He has referred to 
iGr5 t (Cambridge) and two English cases 2 De O. P. and J. page 512 and 
10 C <i's Bench, page and to Stroud for the proposition that the words mean that lo 
be jjh Court Jmlgo the Rai Bahadur must have held office immediately before his 
ap)dointmeiiC. In the English cases quoted, the question involved immediate relationship 
or liability t(^ the object, and the meaning was arrived at by a reference to the context. 
“ Has been ’* in English, however, is apparently used for both the present and p.ist tense. In 
Tule Jt) (2) (a) of tho Bengal Electoral Rules the qualification for a Commissioner is “who 
are or hav(» been or are eligible to be appointed Judges of the High Court ”. “ Who are or 

hawe been *’ clearryviuclude those who were at one time High Court Judges. It seems to 
US that there is no Reason to take the narrow view that a retired Bubordinate Judge cannot 
be eligible for a High Court Judgesliip. At the highest it is a very highly controversial 
point, and it is doubtful whether we. who are creatures of a special law, can hold that we 
have no jurisdiction. Th(Te is no patent defect. We have been sitting here since the 
beginning of tlie 3 "ear, imd have now tried s<3veral cases. No objection has been raised 
''' itlierto. Even if we trought, therefore, that there was any defect in our jurisdiction, we 
»%, .aid have to come to tf ^ “ Uine and impotent conclusion ” which their Lordships of the 
Allahabad High Court ca \ie to in 16 All. page ,186 and hold that the presumption is that 
we have been duly appoi "ed. 

I8SU0 No. 2. —Mr. Be > gave up this issue. 

Issue No. 3. —Mr. Bosix ippearing for Mr. Chakravarti does nut attempt to traviTse 
our tindings in tho previoui^'case. He Sv^eks to distinguish the present case on the strength 
of the (lovernment letter, lated I2th May referred to above. The argument is that it 
was known that tho roll 'as defective, yet inspite of it (lovernm-^nt direcLjd the 
Returning Officer to proceed n the e.xisting roll for the bye-election. Did His Excellency, 
want to disenfranchise Jrds of the electors is the question aske<l. Prayer is made that 
at least tho bye-election shoul ' be set asiile and a fresh election ordered. 

The Local (lovernment c< Id have ordered a revision of the roll, but it was also open 
to the constituency to have . ived earlier in the matter, and it is not explained why 
this was not <lone. It is possi e that some mistake has been made somewhere. We 
appreciate tho hardsloip caustN to Mr. Chakravarti by being twice elected from the 
constituency and twice rejected. t is not for us, however, to question the reasons which 
led His Excellency to proceed w\ h the election on the existing defective roll. The 
authorities must decide the time the election. The election having taken place we 
have to deciile who ought to be deeV rod duly elected. Wo cannot put back the cons¬ 
tituency now to the lime when we i oide<J the first election petition and treat tho whole 
proceoilings of the bye-election as a dlity. The facts disqualifying Mr. Chakravarti 
still exist, and we do not see how wv can hold that he was duly nominated. Mr. Bose 
wishes us to regard the Government le ^;r of the 12tli May 1924 as a pronouncement 
under rule 48, x.c., as an interpretation \ ^ the rules by the Governor. We find it quite 
impossible to regard the letter in this ligh There was no reference on aify question of 
interpretation of the rules, and it cannot y Sssibly be said that by the remark as to the 
old roll His Excellency meant to imply that a I the entries therein were correct and that 
Mr. Chakra\arti could stand on the strength o any such entry. The letter points out an 
obvious fact that as die election canno^ aw; tho pr^^paratioii of a new roll it must 
proceed on the basis of the old one. The mean'., r was that it should jiruceed on the old 
roll so far as it was valid. This is well established l y the sub8oi|uent correspondence 
related above. It is somewhat of a surprise tf.’it after his election was set aside 
Mr. Chakravarti shoul I think that he could again sta ^d for nomination on the basis of 
the old roll. 

Mr. Boso quoted the case of Pembroke Boroughs re, rted in O’Malley and Hardcastle 
Vol. 5. Some men remained on the register for the bor gh though .they should have 
been put on the r^gisB r for the county. Tho votes were a iwed to stand because there 
was no question tliat tiiey were qualified to vote. Here as ^ iremarked before, tho defect 
goes to the very root of tho matter. Mr. Cbakravarti’s namt\not being on the roll he 
cannot stand for election. 

Issue Hq» 4.—It was argued that Mr. Chakravarti cannot n 96 the question without 
filing a petition of recrimination. An observation of Baron Mart v^(Fra8er, page 225) was 
quoted ;—“ He may l>e unable to protect his own seat; has he a right to show that 
you are not entitled to it?” Mr. Chakravarti cannot give eviAnce without filing a 
petition of recrimination, but we do not think that we should be sto Nod fro’ 'Examining 
this question if it arises out of tho facts of the case. The questic \ is r \ on the 
ground that it is a defective roll and on the ground that the 26 V)tea g '"»r 
Chakravarti cannot be thrown away. It Is argued that the electors hfa 

; 
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cases in S Queen’s Bench, pages and 3 Law Times Report, page 667 were quoted. 
Our judgment was.published in tlie Gazette. If it bo said that does not read 

the Oazette, tbe obvious anH\v**r is that it is a small electorate of intellijgent business 
men, and any slight eni|uii'y why the first election was set aside must have: 'revealed the 
defect. A revision of tlie roll was asked for though late. The electors ntust be consi¬ 
dered to have known the position very well. There ^is a well established distinction 
between a candidate diB(]ualified ah initio and a candidate who is subsequently found 
incapable of election. Notice is ueoensary in the latter case. The case Common 

Pleas (quoted by i’arker, pages 273), i.^., the case of Drinkwater distinguish^ the case 
quoted by Mr. Itnse, \'iz., 3 Queen’s Bench, page 629. The electors must hM^p known 
that it had been held that Mr. Chakravarti was disqualmed. The votes givec^^' them 
must bo treated as nullities. The case in 23 Queen’s Bench, page 72 (Beresford*ckjflM^ 
Sandhurst) is apposite. We hold, therefore, that Mr. Addy can claim the seat^C^The 
basis of the byo-elcction vrhich has taken place. 

iSSUOS Nos. S and 6. —Mr. Addy claime<l four more votes in his petition. Bis^Ms 
appearing for him gave up one vote, viz., the one mentioned in para 19(3). h^idence was 
taken in respect of the other three votes. It appears that Pratap Chandra Ganguly did not 
sign the ballot paper. It was argued that under Regulation LYII absenee of signature 
was not a ground for rejecting the vote. The Ketiirning Officer wa^ hot in a position 
to know in the absence of signature whether the particular elector hadt^^ercised his vote 
or not. The ballot paper was not completed. The Returning Olljcer was, therefore, 
right in rejecting the vote. , y 

The other two votes must be taken into consideration. TribhubUii Das Heerachand 
shown in the roll as such, signed his name as Trfbhnban Hee^cband. He has been 
examined. Mr. Chetty K. V. li. M. Rainanatban was described in/tho roll as “ Messrs.'*., 
instead of “Mr.” by the placing of the mark’’(ditto) unde/^ the name of a firm 
described and his vote was rejected as a company vote. He hati deposed that he d^^>o 
business for himself alone. Obviously “ Messrs.” has been down by mistake. It is 
argued that there is no misnomer clause as in the Rep rose ntatiejfj of People’s Act, 191^, 
and that mistakes cannot be corrected here. We follow thePmnciples of English Law, 
however, in our decisions. The case of Moorhouse LiiM;4‘y, 15 Q.R.D., page 237, 

was quoted, but a different decision was given in Bowcljyi verms Bisloy, 21 Q.B.D., 
jiage 309. There is also the case in 23 Q.B.D., page 136. The roll is conclusive, but 
evidence can be given that a man had the right to exer^se his vote. In the Oldham 
case (1 O’Malley and Ilardcastle, page 153) Bradshaw was ^ll’ongIy entered as William 
Mills, It was held that if a person was called by a wrong n» ne in the register, it raised 
a difficulty, but he could show that he was really the i/an. There is the Exeter case 
reported iii 6 O’Malley and Hardcastle. William John L^^gmead was on the register, 
but it was proved that he liad loft the place three years y.f . Earnest Langmead was the 
occupier ami really nntitled to vote, and he voted in th(5 ]/ ^est belief that he had a right 
to vote. Ills vote was counted. We hold, therefore/ ^that these two votes should be 
accepted and that Mr. Addy polled 17 votes. iV 

The vote given by Gour Charan Law for Mr, Mumiidhar Roy was rejected on the 
ground that the signature is illegible. We have /xainined the ballot paper and the 
counterfoil and we consiiler that there is no diffic^dty in bolding that he voted for 
Mr. Muralidhar Roy. W(j hold, therefore, that/^liis vote shoubl be counted and that 
therefore Mr. Roy polled 16 votes in the bye-electi/^». Mr. Addy has thus a majority of 
one. In the circumstances mentioned above ;oM that the election of Mr, Byomkesh 
Chakravarti should bo declared null an<l void aoT Mr. Amulya Dhone Addy declared duly 
elected. ^ 

The Returning Officer maintains that l/ is not a necessary party. There is no 
provision in our law to join him as a A^irly. Wo do not think, however, that in the 
circumstances of the case we can ilirect the/petitioner to pay him his costs. 

We think the petitioner should got lui! costs in this case from Mr. Chakravarti. 
There was an adjourninent for one day ^^his Counsel promising to pay the costs for that 
day. We recommend that Mr. Chakravjif ^' should pay all the costs of the petitioner, the 
pleader’s fees being estimated on the wt/jle at Rs. 600.
